It was intimated in an Ot- 
tawa despatch last Saturday, 
thut Chas. A. Magrath, the 
western man who had been ap: 
pointed food controller, was 
likely to take some action te 
conserve the gasoline supply of 
Canada, and wus contemplat- 
ing putting a stop to joy-riding, 

Conservation is a very good 
thing—but why not encourage 
the production ? 

In Alberta there are probably 
fifty companies which have 
some money to develop oil 
holdings, but not quite enough 
to proceed with work us they 
would like to, Why should the 
government not take some 
steps to increase the oil and 
gasoline production of Canada? 

There are producing weils 1n 
Alberta today, but everything 
has ‘been done by private par- 


ities who have put their own 


‘money into development, which 
‘fortunately for those who.were 
able to continue operations, 
promises to be a good invest- 
ment. But for one of these 
companies there are a score of 
others who have wells halt-way 
down and are about at the end 
of their financial resources. 
There is every reasun tu believe 
that when they get down to 
the oil sands, they will also be 
producers, 

Under present conditions the 
government seems to be all 
powerful to undertake any. de- 
velopment work. Why not ad- 
vance money to put some of 
the wells which are under way 
down to the proper depth? Why 
not advance money to enable 
the companies which have dril- 
ling’ rigs and leases but no 
money, to proceed with opera- 
tions ?

F In the war on flies there is peril 
in the’ use of arsenic poison, The 
press-repoits of poison cases are ap- 
palling, especially when one realizes 
that they show only a fraction of the 
actual number. But this fraction 
amounted to 106 cases in the past 
three years, a large percentage of 
which were fatal." All because peo- 
ple us¢ arsenic fly paper or the arse- 
nic poison cans to rid. their homes 
of flies, putting this deadliest of all 
poisons within children’s reach, 
Doctor Ernest A. Sweet, passed 
of «the United 
States Public Health Service has this 


to say in a public health report bul- 


letin, entitled “The Transmission of 
Disease by Flies,” mention should be 
made merely for the purpose of con- 
demnation of those fly poisons com- 
posed of arsenic. Fatal cases of the! 
poisoning of children through thel 
use of such compounds are far too 
frequent, and’ owing to the resemb- | 
lance of arsenical poisoning to sum-| 
mer diarrohea and cholera infantum it | 
is believed that the cases reported} 
do not, by any means, comprise the | 
total. Arsenical fly destroying de- | 
vices must therefore be rated as ex- 
tremely dangerous and should never 
be used, even if other measures are} 
not at hand.” 

With this government warning, 
mothers should find other means to 
keep the home clear of flies. A can 
of arsenic fly poison, or a s 
containing the arsenic paper, care- 
lessly set on a window sill, is invit- 
ing disaster to the little ones.

The Frencli children found in the 
villages of northern, France, evacu- 
ated by the Germans under the pres- 
sure of the British and French offen- 


sives present a picture of the savag-'} 


ery of modern warfaré as character- 
istic as the Somme forest shattered 
and broken by months of shell fire. 

Many of these children, are orphans 
without homie or relatives. Many 
have been grievously wounded. Most 
of them suffered from 


not unlike St. Vitus’ dance. 

They have had life and death, hor- 
ck human and unhuman, revealed 
to them in guises So terrible. that 
they will be 


never quite normal 


perhaps two years ago, they have 
continued to live within a few fhun- 
dred yards of the front line listening 
always to the thud \of shejls and the 
crash of explosives until their idea of 
heaven is “a place that is very quict.” 

Everything that can be done to 
cure and care. for them is now being 
done, constituting one of the most 
important immediate tasks’ of, the 
French committees on  reconstruc- 
tion. y 

One French organization has a 
hospital with four hundred child pa- 
tients all under 12 years “old, Most 
of them are wounded. Some _ have 
lost legs or arms; others their sight, 
others are suffering from brain “fev- 
er or a puzzling anemeia under 
which they waste away rapidly.

Brewers’. Grains and» Milk 


Brewers’ Grain Not a Necessary Fac- 
tor in Food Supply 


Defenders of the liquor traffic have 
said that if it were not for brewers’ 
grains milk could not be sent to big 
towns as it is donc. 

~Such a statement is founded on ig- 
norance that is little less than crim- 
inal. The trade does not make milk, 
it destroys it. It.takes good barley, 
destroys the best of it, and leaves the 
worst for cattle and pigs. Out of 
100 Ibs. of barley, but 30 Ibs. of cat- 
tle food are left, and that is chiefly 
husk and woody fibre. The rest is 
converted into drink. This is what 
has happened: instead of gaining 30 
Ibs. of poor cattle food, we have lost 
70 1bs. of good cattle food and spoil- 
ed 30 lbs’ more. Out of 100 Ibs, of 
good food, we have 30 Ibs. of bad. 

The scientific trutl of barley and 
brewers’ grains is that while the 
brewers’ grains contain 5.0 albumin- 
oids, 0.4 fats, and 9.4 carbohydrates, 
barley meal contains 14.0 albumin- 
oids, 2.0 fats, and 63,0 carbohydrates 
—a total of 14.8 of nourishment in 
bie nese cera as against 79.0 in bar-

Less Decay 

Silos built of untreated wood are 
subject to more or less decay. De- 
near the 
foundation of the silos where certain 
conditions of moisture favorable for 
the developntent of the fungus or de- 
cay exist. Decay may also attack 
sappy wood in any portion of the 
Structure. 

Of the various preservatives in 
general use, a good grade of coaltar 
creosote is very satisfactory for pre- 
serving timber. Almost any thorough 
method of treatment with this preser-

Superficial: methods, however, 
ping in the preservative or spraying, 
are not sufficient. By far the best 
method is to have the staves treated 
with the preservative in a closed re- 
tort under pressure, and when so 
treated they should last “indefinitely 
and should be more satisfactory to 
the purchaser. 

Those who are considering the pur- 
chase of treated silos should investi- 
gate carefully the methods used, and 
it greatest permanence is desired 
should choose only material that has 
received a thorough pressure treat- 
ment. Silos built of such material 
have the added advantage of reduc- 
tion in the swelling~and shrinking 
of the staves, and hence they can be 
kept tight more easily, Another ad- 
yantage of silos built of well-treated 
wood is that they need not be paint- 


To determine the effect; of a pre- 
Servative treatment upon the dura- 
bility of wood used in silos, and to 
obtain information as to the effect of 
treated wood upon the surrounding 
Silage, the Federal forest products 
laboratory began experiments in 1910 
in qo-operation with, the University 
of Wisconsin, About five years after 
the experiments were ‘begun the 
treated wood had not commenced to 
decay. Information in regard to the 
effect of the treated wood upon the 
surrounding silage was obtained by 
an independent test after the first 
season, wood treated with creosote 
having been buried in the silage dur- 
ing the process of filling. This con- 
taminated the silage sufficiently to 
givesa strong odor, but the quantity 
of creosote in the feed could not be 
determined by ‘analysis. This silage 
when fed to cows was not relished 
and two of the animals were affected 
slightly by it.

vent it. He suggested, as a way to 
block such efforts, that the Nether- 
lands government, under a three cor- 
nered agrement with the United 
States and Britain, could be made 
trustee for the wheat ifnported into 
Holland. Another system suggested 
was that the-shipping. license should 
be-enlarged to provide for this ar- 
rangement and that the | closest co- 
operation with the United States au- 
thorities should be established where 
wheat exportations are concerned. 

Shipments to Germany were pos- 
sible since the free wheat plan came 
into force, witness said, and explained 
that it is impossible to know the 
ownership of grain in eleyators. 

. “It is serious to think that some of 
our grain can get to enemy coun- 
tries,” said Mr. Magill. 

The co-operative companies, which 
own 600 elevators and represent 100,- 
O00 @armers and last year’ produced 
92, 00 bushels of wheat, wanted 
unanimity of action between the 
board of supervisors for Canada and 
the United States board.
